The fick complain firft of 
chilnefs, fhivering, and general pains, 
frequently of the limbs, then of fome 
part about the thorax; but this laft ne- 
ver acute, not often with a cough, and 
fometimes without much difhculty of 
breathing. They frequently complain 
of pain upon {neezing, couphing, or e- 
ven {wallowing, on one fide of the neck, 
jutt above the place where the middle of 
the maftoid mufcle takes its rife from the 
clavicle. This is often acute; and where 
itis fo, from an inftance or two I have 
feen, feems to afford a bad prognoftic. 
The patients can lie eafy in one poflure, 
which is commonly upon the back, but 
not on either fide. hey have, or affe& 
to fhew, great campofure and cafe; which 
impofes upon thofe about them, till they 
are fuddenly alarmed with fome unexpe&t- 

alteration, which carries the patient off 
in a fhort time.

But I have fome little 
knowledge of mankind: and as all or 
moft of our general officers are colonels 
of regiments, I mult from the nature of 
mankind fuppofe, that a {taff-oflicer could 
hardly expect relief from them, upon a 
complaint apaintt the rigour and feverity 
of his colonel, who had exercifed no 
power but what was exprefsly given him 
by the articles of war. 

Therefore, Sir, if thefe men have been 
injured, or too fevercly punifhed, they 
can expect no relief but from the juftice 
of parliament ; where I hope the oppref- 
fed fhall never apply in vain. And the 
uncertainty we may be under as to the 
motives which induced the colonel to re- 
duce thefe two {taff-officers, can be no rea- 
fon for our not inquiring into this af- 
fair; for we may oblipe the colonel to 
declare his motives, and to prove the 
faéts upon which they were founded : and 
befides, it is in this cafe highly probable, 
that the caufes or motives for the punifh- 
ment were declared, before the ponifh-

Mr Prefident, 

Believe every gentleman knows, that 
when a motion is made for repealing 
any law, or for abolithing any power 
that has been eflablifhed by lawor cuflom, 
thofe who favour the motion are never 
put to prove an abufe. It has always 
been deemed fuflicient for them to thew, 
that the power is liable to be abvfed, in 
order to induce the houfe to abolith that 
power, or to put it upon fome fuch new 
eftablifhment as may prevent, as much 
as poffible, its being any longer liable to 
be abufed. For this reafon, I do not 
think the complaint now before us of a- 
ny very great importance to the princi- 
pal queition under confideration.

But Shah Noub ha- 
ving gained alittle advantage, which en- 
abled him to draw near the city, he a- 
bandoned that palace to the fury and ra- 
pacioufnefs of his foldiers, who tho- 
roughly plundercd it, and then Jeft not 
one {tone upon another. All the arts 
and {ciences which had flourifhed in Per- 
fia till the reign of the unfortunate Shah 
Huffein, either languifh, or are totally 
ftaonated. No art nor bufinefs can be 
fately followed, but fuch as are needful 
in the armies, or ferve to fupply the lu- 
xury of the camps. Every thing bends 
to the capricious will of the foldiers, who 
rule the nation with a rod of iron. The 
people hope for no deliverance, except

The Bafhaw of Rhodes, who had been 
a prifoner at Marra fince the dilcovery 
of the plot formed there in 1749, has 
been fent back to Conftantinople, on 
board a French fhip. His liberation was 
obtained by the interceflion of France. 
The Grand Signior declares, that he de- 
telts his crime, and will not let him go 
unpunithed. [xi. 421. 

Advices from /ta/y mention new dif- 
turbances in the ifland of Corsica, 
where fome fkirmithes have lately hap- 
pened, between the French troops, and 
the natives who are under the protecti- 
on and obedience of Genoa. Upon 
this the Marquis de Curzay has given 
orders, that no French detachments fhall 
advance within a certain reafonable di- 
ftance of any of the fortreiles belonging 
to the republic. 

Letters from Sparn bear, that the 
Invincible and Conqueror, two 70 gun 
fhips belonging to that crown, have late- 
ly been confumed by fire, while lying at 
anchor off Ferrol. We are told, that 
the court has ordered thirty fhips to be 
fitted out at Carthagena, for tranfporting 
fome heavy artillery, and 1600 men to 
reinforce the garrifon of Oran on the 
Barbary coaft, and other forts in that 
neighbourhood. ——The Bak crui- 
fers continue to infelt the Mediterranean, 
and an expedition againit them is fome- 
times talked of. 

Accounts from Lisron inform uf, 
that there has been a negotiation for fome 
time on foot, for engaging the court of 
Spain to confent to fome alterations in 
the treaty, by which the ifland of St Sa- 
crament was to be ceded to that courts 
and that it is now agreed, that the Por- 
tucuefe fhall remain in poflefion of that 
ifland; as alfo that the difficulties rela- 

ting to the limits of the Brazils fhall be 
fettled in a private convention. 
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From Paris they write, that the con- 
ferences between the Britifh and French 
eommillaries are refumed, and that they 
are now treating about the reftitution of 
fhips taken on both fides fince the peace. 
We are told, that an exprefs lately arrived 
at London from Commodore Holborn, 
with advice, that the French had entirely 
evacuated the iflands of Tobago, St Lu- 
cia, and St Vincent. It feems, that, du- 
ring the late war, the Britifh had taken 
poiletiion of St Martin, one of the Carib- 
bee iflands, after driving the French from 
their plantations. ‘he Marquis de Mire- 
pois having prefented a memorial on that 
fubjectto the court of London, it wasrefer- 
red to the Lords Commifhoners of Trade 
and Plantations ; who reported, that it 
did not appear to them that the crown of 
G. Britain has any right or pretenfion to 
the property of that ifland. In confe- 
quence of this, orders have been fent to 
the ard of Albemarle, to impart this re- 
port to the French court; and declare to 
the miniltry, that orders fhall be imme- 
diately difpatched for caufing the ifland be 
evacuated by the Britith who may be found 
in it, and procuring a proper indemnifi- 
cation for the fubjects of his Moft Chri- 
flian Majelty, whenever they come to take 
pollefion of their old fettlements.

and would rather maintain the molt 
quitable claims by violence and penalis, 
than defcend from the dignity of com 
mand to difputes and expoltulations. 

It may, I think, be fufpected, thi 
this political vice has fometimes found 
its way into legiflative aflemblies, sn 
mingled with Upon proper 
ty and life. A flight perufal of the lav 
by which the meafures of vindictive ars 
coercive juftice are eftablifhed, will ¢ 
cover fo many difproportions betwea 
crimes und punifhments, fuch capricios 
diftin@ions of guilt, and fuch conte 
of remif{nefs and feverity, as can {carcef 
be believed to have been produced bf 
public wifdom, fincerely and calmly i 
dious of public happinefs.

this man is not lefs culpable than m: 
If on the days when the prifons of 4 
city are emptied into the grave, ¢v"! 
{pectator of the dreadful proceflion 
put this queftion to his own heart, how 
few among thofe that crovd in thoufars 
to the legal maffacre, and look with 
leifnefs or triumph on the utmolt 
cerbations of human milery, would 
able to return without horrer and ¢)* 
étion? for who can congratulate bia 
upon a life pafled without 
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ore mifchievous to the peace or pro- 
rity of others than the theft of a piece 
‘money ? 
It has been always the prattice, when 
ny particular {pecies of robbery becomes 
revalent and common, to endeavour 
s fuppreffion by capital punifhments. 
hus, one generation of malefactors is 
pmmonly cut off, and their fucceffors 
¢ frighted into new expedients: the 
rt of thievery is augmented with greater 
ariety of fraud, and fubtilized to high- 
degrees of dexterity, and more occult 
ethods of conveyance. ‘The law then 
Renews the purfuit in the heat of anger, 
d overtakes the offender again with 
ath. By this praétice, capital inflicti- 
Bees are multiplied, and crimes very dif- 
meerent in their degrees of enormity are 
{ubjected to the feverelt punith- 
ent that man has the power of exercifing 
on man, 
The lawgiver undoubtedly eftimates 
¢malignity of a crime, not merely by 
¢ lofs or pain which individuals may 
pier, but by the general alarm and anxi- 
y ariling from the fear of mifchief, and 
Necurity of poffeffion: he therefore 
ercifes the right which focieties are 
ppoled to have over the lives of thofe 
“BRP compofe them, at once to punifh 
and to maintain order 
i preferve quiet: he enforces thofe 
Ns with feverity that are moft in danger 
oaton; as the commander of a 
doubles the guard on that fide

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been often difputed ; and fince experi- 
ence of paft times gives us little reafon 
to hope, that any reformation will be 
effected by a periodical havock of our 
fellow-beings ; perhaps it will not be 
ufelefs, to confider what confequences 
might arife from relaxations of the law, 
and a more rational and equitable pro- 
portion of penalties to offences. 
as one of the ob- 
erves, rey © 
dreadful things the an 
vil beyond which nothing can be threat- 
ened by fublunary power, or feared from 
human enmity or vengeance. ‘This ter- 
ror fhould therefore be referved as the 
laft refort of authority, as the ftrongelt 
and moit operative of prohibitory fan¢ti- 
ons, and placed only before the trea- 
fure of life, to guard from invafion what 
cannot be reltored. To equal robbery 
with murder, is to reduce murder to rob- 
bery, to confound in common minds 
the gradations of injury, and incite the 
commiflion of a greater crime, to 
vent the deteétion of a lefs. If only 
murder were punifhed with death, very 
few robbers would {tain their hands in 
blood. But when by the laft act of cru- 
elty no new danger is incurred, and 
fecurity may probably be obtained, upon 
what principle fhall we bid them forbear ? 

It may be urged, that the fentence is 
often mitigated to fimple robbery. But 
furely this is to confefs that our laws are 
unreafonable in our own opinion: and 
indeed it may be obferved, that all but 
murderers have, at their laft hour, the 
common fenfations of mankind pleading 
in their favour, 

From this conviction of the inequality 
of the punifhments to the offence pro- 
ceeds the frequent folicitations of par- 
dons. They who would rejoice at the 
correction ofa thief, are yet thocked at 
the thought of deltroying him. His 
crime is extenuated by comparing it with 
his mifery, and feverity defeats itfelf by 
exciting pity. 

The gibbet, indeed, certainly difables 
thofe who die upon it from infelting the 
community ; but their death feems not 
to contribute more to the reformation 
of their affgciates than any other method 
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of feparation. A thief feldom paifes 
much of his time in recollection or an- 
ticipation ; but from robbery haltens to 
riot, and from riot to robbery; nor 
when the grave has cloied upon his com- 
panion, has any other care than to find 
another. 

The frequency of capital punifhments 
rarely hinders the commiflion of a crime, 
bat generally prevents its detection ; and 
is, if we reafon only vpon prudential 
principles, chietly for that reafon, to be 
avoided. Whatever may be urged by 
cafuilts or politicians, the greater part 
of mankind, as they can never think, 
that to pick the pocket and to pierce the 
heart are equal, will fearcely believe, 
that two malefactors fo different in guilt 
can be juftly doomed to the fame punifh- 
ment: nor is the necellity of fubmitting 
the con{cience to human laws, fo plain- 
ly evinced, or fo clearly ftated, but that 
the pious, the tender, and the jut, will 
always {cruple to concur with the com- 
munity ia an act which their private 
judgment cannot approve. 

He who knows not how often rigo- 
rous Jaws produce total impunity, and 
how many crimes are concealed and for- 
gotten for fear of hurrying the offender 
into that ftate in which there is no re- 
pentance, has converied very little with 
mankind. And whatever epithet of re- 
proach or contempt this compaflion may 
incur from thofe who confound cruelty 
with firmnefs, I know not whether any 
wife man would wilh it lefs powerful or 
lefs extenfive. 

If all thofe whom the wifdom of our 
Jaws has condemned to die, had been 
deteGed in their rudiments of robbery, 
they might, by proper dilcipline and ule- 
ful labour, have been difintaneled from 
their habits; and efcaping all the tem- 

Ptations to fubfequent crimes, have 
fed a life of reparation and penitence. 
And detected they might all have been, 
had the profecutors been certain that 
their lives would have been fpared. I 
believe every thicf will confefs, that he 
has been more than once feized and dif- 
milled ; and that he has fometimes ven- 
tured upon capital crimes, becaufe he 
Anew, that thofe whom he injured, would 
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rather connive at his efcape, than clog prete 
their minds with the horrors of his deat, IMmMpoled 

All laws again{t crimes are ineffectual, 
unlefs ‘ome will inform, and fome of | 
profecute. But till there is fome mis. s and 
gation of penalties for mere violations 
property, information will always 
hated and profecution dreaded. Try ales, | 
ears of a pood man cannot but recoil afmmmough n 
the thought of punifhing a flight injury prever 
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with death; efpecially when he rena. 
bers, that the thief might have procured 
fafety by another crime, from which ke 
was reftrained only by his remuinigg 
virtue.

The 
cruifer laft June did venture

of parliament) to feize a Dutch dogger, 
valued at 12,000]. Sterling, which run 
from him afhore upon the ifland, where 
fhe was bound. But the man found him- 
felf miilaken. Acts of parliament, and 
an Englith commiflion, could not pro- 
tect him in that petty principality. 
They feized his men, who had taken pof- 
feflion of the dogger, and threw them into 
goal, where five of them lay, but a few 
months ago. The captain himfelf nar- 
rowly efcaped, with two men and a boy, to 
Whitehaven ; from which place he wrote 
his complaints to the commillioners of 
the cuftoms. If thefe gentlemen were 
called upon by the houfe of Commons, 
not only for thofe papers, but alfo for 
fuch informations as they have received 
for fome years palit, from the colleGors of 
Whitehaven and Liverpool, and rheir of> 
ficer in the ifle of Alan; no doubt could 
remain of the abfolute ncceflity of annex- 
ing this ifland immediately to the crown 
of G. Britain. 

Query. Whether the officers in the ifle 
of Man are not guilty of an act of rebel - 
lion, in feizing the King’s boats and arms, 
and detaining them ? 

Another pernicious pratice carried on 
by fome Irith fugitive Papilts fettled in the 
ifland, (who are countenanced and pro- 
tected), is this. They enter tobacco in 
rolls from feveral ports of G. Britain for 
fome forcign parts, receive the drawback, 
then carry it to the ifle of Man, and run 
it back again from thence to Scotland, 
England, or Ireland, and Wales. ‘This 
mult always be attcnded with perjuries, 
very little regarded by fuch perfons, who 
have firft cheated their own creditors, and 
then rob the public. Here the cuftoms are 
actually robbed of great fums of money. 

The ifle of Man is likewife a great de- 
triment to the Britifh diftillery. Moft of 
the fhips that now go from Liverpool to 
Guinea, <c. touch there for their bran- 
dies, wines, and India and other goods, 
not of Britifh manufacture. 

Thefe and many other inconveniencies 
and mifchiefs, arife from fuffering this 
ifland any longer to be in a manner in~ 
dependent of G. Britain. And a fuller 
account of the practices carrying on -_ 
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will be publithed, if thefe be not fufficient 
to awaken all the true friends of G. Bri- 
tain. 

The remedy propofed is, to agree with 
the prefent proprietor to relinquith his 
right to the ifle of Man; and, in lieu of 
it, to granthim, and his heirs, an annual 
fum out of the cuftoms of England, for 
ever. And fuch an annuity will be a fa- 
ving to the government of fome thou- 
fands a-year, expended to very little par- 
pofe, in maintaining cruifers and officers, 
@c. to guard againtt its illicit and perni- 
cious trade: and ten times the number 
will never prevent fmupgling from that 
ifland. This article alone cannot be lefs 
than 15,000 or 20,000]. a-year, inclu- 
ding, in this eftimation, the officers in 
Ircland, who are kept there on the fame 
account; befides the lofs to the revenue, 
tpon the moft moderate computation, of 
at lealt 200,000!. a-year; and the lofs 
to the fair trader, and particularly the 
India company, which may be as much 
more. 

The late purchafe of the hereditable 
jorifdictions in Scotland [x.136.] hath 
fet an excellent example, which deferves 
imitation. And indeed the reafons of an- 
nexing this petty royalty to the crown 
hold ftronger than in any of the others, 
For the detriment which the whole king- 
dom fuftains by the alienation of it, is 
much greater than that which arofe from 
all the royalties and jurifdidtions of Scot- 
land. The lofs to the nation, and the 
pains to the French, are inexpreffibly 
great. And as all the fums drained from 
us, areemployed by them, in time of war, 
to hire troops, and pay armies to fight a- 
painit us; it will be no exaggeration of 
the truth to fay,—That, fince the peace 
of Utrecht, they have drawn more money 


from us, by means of their trade with 
this fmall ifland, than was fafficient to 
Maintain 29,009 men, with a train of ar- 
tillery, during the late war in Flanders. 
——W ould the French have fufered alike

HE weather continued cold, dari, 

and rainy, as in the 

month, till the 18th of the prefent, is 
which time it was feldom fair above twe- 
ty four hours together, very often it nis 
ed, without intermiflion, great part of t 
day and night, with the wind vari 
from S.E. to S.W. or N.W. Abou 
the 18th the weather became fair and clezr, 
yet cool, the wind moftly N. or NE 
with a few very flight fhowers. 

The mercury in the barometer kept» 
bout 29 6 roths at a medium during tk 
firft part of the month ; it funk to 293 
on the 3d, with much rain, wind S. W,;

wind N. and N. E. 

The variations in refpeét to heat sn 
cold have been more confiderable. Th 
mercury in the thermometer continued :!
